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Beaverhead  County 


Located  in  southwestern  Montana,  Beaverhead  County  is  Montana's 
23rd  most  populous  with  8,424  residents,  according  to  the  1990  Census. 

Dillon,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  I7th  largest  city  with  a  population 
of  4,001.  It's  also  home  to  Western  Montana  College  of  the  University  of 
Montana.  According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill 
and  Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  1865  and  is  the  largest 
county  in  terms  of  area.  The  authors  say  the  county  name  is  from  the 
Shoshone,  after  a  rock  formation  shaped  like  a  beaver's  head  along  the 
Beaverhead  River,  12  miles  southwest  of  Twin  Bridges.  Bainnack,  a  gold 
mining  town,  was  the  county  seat  until  it  was  changed  to  Dillon  in  1 88 1 . 
According  to  the  authors,  Montana's  sheep  industry  originated  in 
Beaverhead  County  and  the  county's  also  home  to  the  Big  Hole  River, 
famous  for  its  blue-ribbon  trout  fishing. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for 
Beaverhead  County  households  in  1989  was  $20,925.  The  county  is 
5,572.3  square  miles  in  area;  5,542.6  square  miles  in  land  area  and  29.7  in 
inland  water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  Average  monthly 
temperatures  range  from  a  low  of  1 1  degrees  above  in  January  to  a  high  of 
83  degrees  above  in  July.  The  Montana  Almanac  shows  the  annual 
average  precipitation  in  Dillon  in  1995  was  19. 16  inches  and  the  length  of 
growing  season  106  days.
